Our current application deals with the method of securely generating, by the user 
himself, digital documents that are certified by a known Certifying Authority. 


In our disclosure the user himself copies secure digital documents from different smart 
cards that belong to him to special new smart card, in a way that the copied digital 
documents will have the proved authentication of trusted Certifying Authority (CA), 
without the need to approach the CA for its digital signature. 
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
